Vintage Field Day - June 16,17 FAQ 


What are the rules? 

Operate vintage radio equipment at a site remote from your normal station, 
using emergency power and a temporarily erected antenna. Operations to 
begin when you are ready on Saturday June 16, and to cease when you are 
tired on June 17. Log to contain typical radio data plus an indication 
whether the station you worked was also operating VFD. 


Why should I operate VFD? 

Experience gained operating VFD would guarantee to society that a cadre of 
experienced amateurs will be available to operate AM vintage equipment in 
an emergency. 

Vintage equipment that has been working for years in your shack will be 
induced to fail when taken into the field. This failure stimulation will 
ultimately result in greater equipment reliability for your station, or the 
identification of units that can be sold later in the year at flea markets. 


On what frequencies should I look for VFD activity? 
AM activity will be at or near the AM Windows. (Electric Radio publisher, 
Barry, N6CSW/O will be operating on 14.286 mHz over the weekend) 


Will there be many stations operating VFD? 

No. You may be the only one on within propagation on any band from your 
site, but many of the stations you will contact will wish they were out 
there doing the same thing. This will encourage more participants in future 
years. 


What can I do to make this a successful event? 

Plan to operate at least a few hours remote from your shack, with temporary 
power and a temporary antenna. If you can't get your wife and kids to go 
with you, try teaming up with another AM op. Post the hours of your 
operation so other stations can make a VFD sked with you. Make a few 
contacts, cook a few hotdogs. Take a few photos. Send your log of VFD 
contacts, photos, a description of your station and any anecdotes connected 
with your historic operation to Electric Radio by the end of June.

I doubt that the change from 47 to 68 ohms is going to make any difference. 
Actually I would expect them to be in K ohms. A typical failure mode in the 
32V series is the black mica capacitors. They have a tendency to short out. 
Yours may be shorted on the screen side of the 4D32 since all the other 
indications you have given seem normal. Good luck and check out those micas.
